Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100, (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
One or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.

by the inclusion of the area withdrawn 
from the regional district so reduced: 

And whereas the Regional Board of the 
Thompson-Nicola Regional District has 
petitioned that the boundaries of the 
regional district be amended to exclude 
the lands to be included in the Cariboo 
Regional District and to include the lands 
to be excluded from the Cariboo Regional 
District and the boundaries of Electoral 
Area E be redefined: 
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And whereas the Regional Board of 
the Cariboo Regional District has peti- 
tioned that the boundaries of the regional 
district be amended to exclude the lands 
to be included in the Thompson-Nicola 
Regional District and to include the lands 
to be excluded from the ‘Thompson- 
Nicola Regional District: 

And whereas all the requirements of 
section 766c of the Municipal Act have 
been complied with: 

Now know ye that We do order and 
proclaim that on, from, and after the 
date hereof the boundaries of the Thomp- 
son-Nicola Regional District be defined as
